AND The State of Victoria ("the State") 

AND Agriculture Victoria Services Pty. Ltd. of 475

Genomics Pty. Ltd. of Hartley Grove, Urrbrae, 
South Australia 5064, Australia ("ACPFG"). 



RECITALS 



A. AVS is the applicant named in the provisional application for the grant of 
a patent set out in the Schedule ("the Provisional Application") in respect 
of the Invention, the title of which is set out in the Schedule ("the 
Invention"). 

B. AVS and ACPFG are named as joint applicants in the international patent 
application, lodged under the Patent Cooperation Treaty, set out in the 
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Schedule ("the PCT Application"). The PCT application claims priority 
from the Provisional Application. 

C. The Department of Primary Industries ("DPI") is a department of the 
State. The Department Head of DPI is the employer of the Inventors. The 
Inventors made the invention in the course of their employment. Pursuant 
to the terms of the Inventors' employment, the whole of the rights in 
respect of the Invention vested in the State on the making of the 
Invention. 

D. Under the terms of an agreement between the State and AVS made prior 
to the filing of the Provisional Application, the State agreed to transfer its 
rights in relation to the Invention to AVS. 

E. Subsequent to the filing of the Provisional Application, but prior to the 
filing of the PCT Application, AVS agreed to assign a half share in its 
rights in respect of the Invention and the Provisional Application to 
ACPFG. 

F. On 24 November 2004, the Inventors, at the request of the State, executed 
a purported assignment of their rights in respect of the Invention to 
ACPFG and AVS jointly, and a second purported assignment of their 
rights in respect of the Invention to AVS, in an attempt to give effect to the 
agreements described in Recitals D and E. 

G. The parties have executed this deed to give effect to the agreements 
described in Recitals D and E. 



ASSIGNMENT 

1. AVS and ACPFG agree, that from the date of this Deed, any rights 
throughout the world in relation to: 

(a) the Invention (including but not limited to the right to apply for the 
grant of a patent in respect of the Invention in any country of the 
world and the right to bring legal proceedings and to obtain any 
relief any infringement of rights in relation to the Invention which 
occurs before or after the date of this Deed); and 
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(b) the Provisional Application, including but not limited to the right to 
claim priority from the Provisional Application in respect of 
applications made for the grant of a patent anywhere in the world; 
and 

(c) the PCT Application, including but not limited to the right to file 
any national phase and/or regional phase patent applications from 
the PCT application; 

which were not held by them as tenants in common in equal shares at the 
date of this Deed shall be held by them as tenants in common in equal 
shares. 

2. AVS assigns absolutely to ACPFG, at the date of this Deed, a half interest 
in any rights AVS may have throughout the world as the applicant for the 
Provisional Application (other than rights co-owned with AFCPG prior to 
the execution of this Deed), including but not limited to the right to claim 
priority from the Provisional Application in respect of applications made 
for the grant of a patent anywhere in the world. 

3. For the avoidance of doubt, the Inventors and the State assign absolutely 
to AVS and ACPFG as tenants in common in equal shares, at the date of 
this Deed, the whole of any rights they may have throughout the world in 
relation to: 

(a) the Invention (including but not limited to the right to apply for the 
grant of a patent in respect of the Invention in any country of the 
world, and the right to bring legal proceedings and to obtain any 
relief any infringement of rights in relation to the Invention which 
occur before or after the date of this Deed); and 

(b) the Provisional Application, including but not limited to the right to 
claim priority from the Provisional Application in respect of 
applications made for the grant of a patent anywhere in the world; 
and 

(c) the PCT Application, including but not limited to the right to file 
any national phase and/or regional phase patent applications from 
the PCT application. 

4. Each of the Inventors and the State agrees to provide any assistance 
reasonably required by AVS and ACPFG in order to give full effect to this 
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Deed (including but not limited to the execution of any documents). Each 
of the Inventors irrevocably appoints each of the directors of AVS and 
ACPFG as his or her attorney to do all acts and execute all documents 
which he or she is obliged to do or execute by this clause. 

5. AVS and ACPFG shall be jointly responsible for paying the costs of 
preparation and execution of this Deed and for any stamp duty payable in 
respect of this Deed or the assignment.
